In the report of the Adjutant General,
for 1860, we find the fo“o-ing informa-
tion in regard to the wilitery force snd
arms of the Commonwealth :

*“The whele pumber of organized volun-
teer compavies in the State is 476, aver-
aging about forty nien to a” eompany,
makiog ap aggegate of about 19,000 upi.
formed yolanteers. The entire wilitary
foree of the State is about three hundred
and fiyty five thowusand men, capable of
wilitary duty.  The arms of the State
are all in the possession of the volunteer
companies, and comprise 12 080 maskets,
&o., 4,706 rifles, &e., 2,809 cavalry swords
and sabres, 3147 pistols, &c., 69 pieces
| of ordnaunee, being six pound brouse ean-
non. There are about 575 tents, sboat
| half worn, in the arsensl at Harrisburg.
- Of the sbove, there sre sbout 2,500 mus-
' kets of the new model, 1,200 improved ri-
fles, and sbout 500 exeellent eavalry
swords. The balaoce of the arms are un-
fit for active service in the field, being
mostly the heavy old flint-lock. which, in
using. are as likely toinjure the possessor
s any one else. The 69 pieces of ord-
pance are in good condition, with the ex-
| eeption of their carriages, many of which
' need repsir, and others ought to be en-

tirely replaced. Thas will it be secn that
volunteers of the State have really but 4 -
200 effeetive small arms, leaving an ae-
tual deficit for them alone of 14500
arms. This istruly s lamentable exhibit.
